pices be accepted. 

2. That the Regulations of the Executiv Council 

be amended, so that the last day for receiving 
applications for places on the program of the 
annual meeting shal be November 1 insted 
of November 15. 
II. In accordance with a proposition of date May 10, 
1916, Voted: 
That Professor Christian Gauss, of Princeton Uni- 
versity, be appointed Delegate, and Professor 
George M. Priest, of Princeton University, be 
appointed Alternate Delegate, to represent the 
Association at the celebration of the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the founding of Rut- 
gers College. 

III. In accordance with a proposition of date June 7, 

1916, Voted: 
That the Association present to the Southwark Pub- 
lic Libraries in London a complete file of the 
Publications of the Association to date. 

IV. In accordance with propositions of date October 2, 

1916, Voted: 
That the Council recommend the election of Pro- 
fessor Michele Barbi and Mr. Alfred W. Pollard 
to Honorary Membership in the Association.
